To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Tonbridge  Urban  District  Council 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the 
District  for  the  year  1968,  having  taken  up  duties  as  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  on  the  6th  January,  1969 »  following  the  retirement  of  Dr.  P.A.  Crowley 
on  that  date.  From  the  address  above  it  will  be  noted  that  the  office  of 
the  Medical  Officer  has  moved,  the  transfer  having  taken  place  at  the  end 
of  April,  1969# 

The  estimated  mid-year  population  of  the  District,  given  by  the 
Registrar-General,  was  28,840,  an  increase  of  290  over  the  mid-1967  figure. 

The  total  number  of  registered  live  births  was  589  (298  males  and 
291  females),  compared  with  last  year’s  total  of  641 .  The  crude  birth 
rate  was  20.4  per  1,000  population,  the  corrected  birth  rate  being  20.0 
compared  with  I6.9  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  totalled  295  (l45  males  and 
150  females).  The  crude  death  rate  per  1,000  population  was  10,2.  The 
corrected  death  rate  for  the  District  was  9o8  compared  with  11,9  for  England 
and  Wales. 

Deaths  of  infants  who  died  under  one  year  of  age  numbered  10,  giving 
an  Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  17o0.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  l8,3. 
The  Neo-Natal  death  rate  (the  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  four  weeks) 
was  10.2. 

There  were  20  deaths  from  Cancer  of  the  Lung  and  Bronchus  (17  males 
and  3  females),  compared  with  l4  last  year. 

The  number  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases  recorded  in  the  District 
was  112.  This  figure  included  83  measles. 
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In  consonance  with  modem  conditions,  there  have  been  some  legislative 
changes  during  1968  in  the  notification  of  infectious  diseases.  For  example, 
pneumonia  is  no  longer  notifiable,  while  infective  jaundice  now  is* 

On  pages  l6  and  17  of  this  Report  figures,  kindly  supplied  by  the 
County  Medical  Officer,  are  given  showing  the  number  of  persons  immunised 
and  vaccinated  during  the  year  under  review. 

In  conclusion,  I  should  like  to  express  my  thanks  for  the  courtesy 
and  co-operation  I  have  received  in  the  preparation  of  this  Report.

confinement  or  in  other  special  circumstances o  Help  is  given  only  to 

families  where  care  of  at  least  two  children  is  involved  and  the  period  of 

service  is  limited  to  three  months o 

Family  Welfare  Service 

This  service  is  provided,  with  the  parent's  consent,  in  households  where 
the  habits,  behaviour  and  standards  of  living  of  the  family  are  much  below 
those  generally  accepted  in  the  society  in  which  they  live^  The  three  main 
objectives  of  the  service  are  to  raise  the  standard  of  living  of  the  families, 
to  improve  the  welfare  of  the  children,  and  to  keep  the  families  together 
and  prevent  their  break-up o  Intensive  training  for  a  period  of  three  months 
is  given  and  this  is  succeeded  by  a  follow-on  service  for  nine  months.  In 
families  where  there  is  medical  evidence  of  mental  subnormality  the  continuance 
of  the  service  after  the  initial  period  of  three  months  may  be  approved  for 
not  more  than  twelve  hours  a  week  until  the  youngest  child  reaches  compulsory 
school  age.

The  main  foul  sewer  syphon  under  the  River  Medway  was  damaged  during  the 
floods  in  September,  Temporary  arrangements  have  been  made  to  pump  the  sewage 
across  the  river  until  a  new  syphon  is  constructedo  Work  on  this  should 
commence  in  the  Spring  1969° 


Controlled  tipping  of  refuse  has  been  carried  out  on  the  Vale  Road  sewage

In  June  complaints  began  to  be  received  from  many  parts  of  the  Urban 
District  of  a  nuisance  arising  from  an  awful  smell  which  most  people  likened 
to  "millions  of  cats". 

Investigations  were  carried  out  and  it  was  found  that  the  part  of  the 
District  affected  varied  according  to  wind  direction  and,  ultimately,  it 
appeared  that  the  source  was  an  area  of  natural  water  and  woodland  just 
within  the  Sevenoaks  Rural  District  Council  boundary. 

Joint  enquiries  were  made  and  with  the  help  and  technical  advice  of  the 
District  Alkali  Inspector  it  was  concluded  that  the  smell  originated  from 
the  action  of  anaerobic  sulphide  reducing  bacteria  on  a  trace  element  which 
had  gained  access  to  the  waterways. 

The  firm  from  whose  premises  it  appeared  that  the  trace  element  had 
escaped  into  the  waterways,  co-operated  in  taking  extensive  measures  to  try 
and  stop  this  reaction  with  some  degree  of  success.  Steps  were  taken  to 
prevent  any  further  escape  of  the  chemical  and,  in  fact,  the  process  involved 
was  closed  down  about  the  same  time  as  the  complaints  were  reaching  their 
maximum.  Despite  the  vast  sums  of  money  and  amount  of  re-agents  used  to 
overcome  the  nuisance,  results  were  not  complete  until  nature  took  a  hand 
with  the  extensive  flooding  of  the  whole  area  in  September  which  apparently 
flushed  all  trace  of  the  offending  material  away.

The  flooding  of  the  town  in  September  caused  extensive  damage  to  the  food 
shops  in  the  High  Street »  Several  of  the  shops  needed  complete  clearance  of 
fittings  and  re-fitting,  and  this  Department's  advice  was  sought  on  a  number  of 
occasions o  In  general,  co-operation  by  the  food  shops  was  good  but  the  Department 
had  to  make  strong  representations  in  a  few  instances  to  ensure  that,  when  the 
shops  re-opened  for  trade,  there  would  be  no  risk  of  contaimination  from  the 
flooding  or  its  aftermath# 

Control  of  food  stalls  and  delivery  vehicles  is,  at  times,  difficult  owing 
to  the  irregular  trading  hours  and,  in  the  case  of  vehicles,  constant  variation 
of  routes#  A  number  of  vehicles  come  into  the  District  for  a  short  period  and 
then  are  not  seen  again.  Every  effort  is  made  to  ensure  that  they  comply  with 
the  Regulations  and,  where  necessary,  the  Authority  from  whose  area  the  vehicles 
operate  is  contacted#
